Interview summary 

(A) Date and time of interview: 

October 30, 2007 2.15pm Pacific time;

JO Substances of interview: 

The interview focused on discussing how the cited prior art read on independent claim 
40, to justify a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). Claim 40 claimed 3 steps: 

- a step to define m different physical dimensional parameters of a human 
body; 

- a step a step to measure each m defined physical dimensional parameters to 
produce m values; and 

- a step to process said m values to produce a multiple digits compressed BP 
code for representing said m values 
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1. Claim limitation - a step to define m different physical dimensional parameters: 

Spackova did not explicitly disclose a step to define m different physical dimensional 
parameters. However, Spackova taught this step because the disclosure of 
Spackova enables the step to define m different physical dimensional parameters. 
The examiner gave an example that the distance between the indicia 72 and 74 can 
become the first physical dimensional parameter and the distance between the 
indicia 72 and 75 can become the second physical dimensional parameter. The 
applicant asked what were the physical dimensional parameters defined by this step 
(such as waist, inseam in the subject application). The examiner indicated that 
Spackova did not explicitly name the parameters defined, but the system of 
Spackova can be used to name a first parameter to represent the distance between 
the indicia 72 and 74, and to name a second parameter to represent the distance 
between the indicia 72 and 75. 

2. Claim limitation -a step to measure each m defined physical dimensional 
parameters to give m values: 

The examiner agreed that Spackova did not explicitly disclose a step to actually 
measure the physical dimensional parameters defined. However, the computer 80 
(col. 4 lines 15-21) of Spackova enables any distances between two Indicia to be 
measured, including the physical dimensional parameters defined by the distances 
between indicia 72 to 74, and 72 to 75 indicated above. 

3. Claim limitation - a step to process said m values to produce a multiple digits 
compressed BP code for representing said m values: 

The examiner agreed that Powell did not explicitly disclosed the process of 
compressing data. However, the abstract of Powell taught the step to compress 
data. The PC hardware and software for receiving an electronic coupon from the 
systems of computer networks, translating the received coupon into binary format is 
viewed by the examiner as a step to compress data. Secondly, the examiner further 
highlighted page 4, lines 4-6 of the office action that feature of compressed code is 
an old expedient in the art and official notice is hereby taken of the use of 
compressed data. 
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4. Allowable subject matter: 

The examiner indicated that if the independent claims are combined with limitation of 
claim 8, then the claim will be allowable. 

6. Mutually agreed Interview summary: 

This interview summary had been reviewed and agreed both by the examiner and 
the applicant, to be truthful results of the Interview.
